turated with dcniindations against the deplorable tendency of the 
youth of, to-day towards pleasure and relaxation. Recently certain 
specific charges were made by one who ought to know better against 
the abandoned gaiety of the students of McGill. Unfortunately there 
are always a few who strive to paint McGill in the blackest of colors, 
and ytfho by choleric outbursts from pulpit and platform seek to lower 
the educational and moral worth of the University in thf eyes of their 
fcllov.-citizcn. 

The latest attack has been an arraignment of the student-body for 
lacking a true sense of responsibility, the outward manifestation of 
K^hich is supposed to be rcprescntcil by an unusual amount of dancing. 
That there is a decided inclination on the part of a great many to go 
somewhat far with regard not only to dancing but to all other forms 
of recreation .ind amu.senicnt is undoubted. But that this in the 
slightest degree indicates a lack of moral backbone^ or is even in itself 
unnatural, is surely absurd. 

Even those who were unable for one reason or another to do their 
duty overseas, underwent either consciously or unconsciously a con- 
inuous strain throughout the whole war. How'much greater was the 
"ffect onithe nerves of those who represented the best traditions of 
McGill at the front? And now, although it is over a year since the 
armistice was signed, the Natural Low tends to continue in the alle- 
viation of this accumulated tension in one way or ano'thcr.

Colonel T. W. Lawrence .the Oxford 
graduate^who raised an army of 200,- 
O00'£f«MMuid is now known as "the 
uncrowned King of the Hedjaz," evi- 
dently is a philosopher not far behind 
Sir Isaac Newton in serenity. New- 
ton, when his pet dog Tln]r;oyerturned 
a lamp on the nianusëâ^ë!^o|^°a book 
which he had spent-years In writing, 
merely, remarked, according to a fam- 
ous, story: "0 Tiny, you little know 
wha tmlschlef you have done." 

Colonel Lawrence has not had a 
t)ook burnt, but he has had one stoleh. 
While on his way to his .publisher, re- 
cently, vflih the manuscript ot a work 
describing ue war experiences which 
have modo'hlm famous, he was robbed 
of the bag in which he was carrjlng 
it. Ho set the bag down while buying 
a railway, ticket,' and, on 'turning 
around, found that it, together with Its 
precious contents, had disappeared. 

In telling a friend of his loss Colonel 
I^wrenco remarked. "Perhaps it is 
Just as well. The world will be 
spared another book." 



The Historians on Wednnsday night 
held their last regular, and what was 
probably the most Interesting, m.eeting 
of the session. It was Old Members 
Night, and at least three Old Members 
were present. Called upon to say a 
word they expressed their pleasure at 
once more being with the Society, com- 
mented briefly on the subject of the 
evening, and in closlg, wished the club 
every success for the future. It is 
indeed a pity that more of the present 
members of the club were not present, 
for not only did they miss a most in- 
teresting meeting, but it might have 
created a greater Impresalon In the 
minds of those Old Members present 
that the club is fully living up to the 
traditions of the society. However, 
liioro was a very fair attendance, and 
what the evening lacked In iiumborK 
was fully made, up in the Interest in 
the subject, and the discussion which 
followed. 

The speaker of the evening was 
liobert De Witt Scott, B.A., a former 
prominent member of the cltib, and at 
present on the staff of the Faculty of 
Arts. His subject was "The Political 
Theories o fftlartin Luther," and was 
most ably dealth, with by the speaker. 
The subject is- one on whicti no trea- 
tise has as yet been written, but Judg- 
ing by the ardour and depth with 
which Mr. Scott, has studied the sub- 
ject, we can hope that such a treatise 
will very soon appear. Being at pre- 
sent only in a state of . production it 
was as the speaker said "Incomplete, 
and drew no conclusions," but as he 
did not wish it to appear until so com- 
pleted, we^, cannot here report the 
paper verbatim. 

Suffice to say, however, tliat as far 
as it did go at present, it was conclu- 
sive and most instructive. He dealt, 
or Hopes to deal, wit hLuther'j politi- 
cal '.heorles In every single phua-î and 
aspect. 

It opens with a sketch of the inci- 
dents surrounding the Keforitiation 
and the various reasons why Lulher 
was lead to preach his doctrine of 
freedom. Hea then plunges directly 
into his subjec^,.picking from here and 
there, sui&h as .from sermons, writings, 
pamphlets, addresses to the people or 
to the German Princes, various Ideas 
and phrases which ho inlorprets as 
expounding the political ideas of the 
Reformer. Prom these we learn Lu- 
ther's Ideas of .the state and what it 
should be—of bis Idea ot sovereignty 
— of his ideas on methods of constitU' 
tional change of education, of the 
workers, and In short, of évery single 
thing which appertains to the order 
and good government ot the State. 

It is indeed to be regretted that Mr. 
Scott's paper cannot be reproduced in 
its entirety, but to those who look for- 
ward to a treatise on the subject, we 
would remind you that you can soon 
expect such from the pen of Mr. Scott

.The second movement. Adnjlo. non 
trappo, opens with a striking melody 
for the violonoelil.

' The third movement. Allegretto gra. 
zloso, took the iplaoe of the oustomary 
.Mchorj:o. The piquant melody against 
the pizzluato by the colli mode this 
light and cheerful' movement a great 
contrast to the other three. 

The fourth and last movement, Allé 
gro consplrato, commences with the 
theme on the strings, but later on is 
developed with greater force on wind 
and stnings. The second Subject, true 
Brahms style,' broad and' sonorous, 
contrasts w«ll with the tirst theme. In 
this movement, Brdhme htis shown his 
masterly power and cleverness In writ 
ing for the orchestra. The orchesrtra 
excelled Itself in the interpretaitlon o<f 
this selection. 

A pianoforte solo flollowed the sym- 
phony. The composition was truly 
Schubert in style, and Mlas Hoffman 
in her Interpretation of It' cTeorly 
brought to the audience the wonderful 
power Schubert hoxl of using a melody 
in many ways. 

The next Item on the programme 
was a vocal one. ilSna Irene Gagnon's 
diction was all that could be desired. 
The favorite Habanera from Carmen 
was excellently rendered. 

The oncheslra again excelled in the 
oomposltions by Jarnefelt. These oc- 
lectlons were played some years ago 
by the orchestra,' and proved so popu- 
lar that 'they wore once again put upon 
the programme. / The iBerceuse opened 
wMth a violin solo, played by Mr. Saul 
Brant, with a siring accompanlment. 
-Vlthough the oioheHtiatlon of ihls 
selection was not as heavy as .some of 
the others i-endered last .night, the gen- 
eral offset was vpry Impressive, The 
prelude was typical contrapolntal or 
polyphonic style, and the theme was 
played by fivst one Instrument ai^i^ 
then another, elosoly. r'eitembiing a 
vçcal "round" of former days. Thâ 
use the bells added lo. toucli of color. 

M's. Walker then rendered two vuiy 
liilt-iestlng selections. In the DaMado 
■Vcnellenne, Mrs. 'Wallcer showed he,-- 
self an able master of the very dlffl- 
cult technic that Is required to play a 
composition of Leschetessky. The 
paraphrase was Indeed most^ ex- 
cellently rendered, and the audience 
showed its appreciation in a hearty 
applause.
